It is after Peale's portrait, and may have been copied from 
Norman's sheet Almanac for 1780, which it closely follows. I think, 
therefore, this type-metal portrait of Washington may be accepted as' 
the Revere ' small engraving ' until the ascription is disproved by the 
production of a copperplate print bearing his name as engraver."
